C A LIFO RN IA ’S PR O SPER ITY . 


The F ru it Crop o f .’890 W as th e G reatest 
E ver K now n. 
S an F rancisco, December 31st. — The 
Chronicle to-morrow, in its annual resume 
of the progress made by the State of Cali­ 
fornia daring the year 1890, will publish 
the following facts; 
The fruit crop is the largest ever known, 
the shipments having been 20 to 100 per cent, 
higher than in 1889. The following ship­ 
ments were made over the two transcon­ 
tinental lines: 
Green fruit, 105 000,000 
pounds; dried fruit, 66 318,000 pounds ; 
oranges, 3,187 carloads; raisins, 40,000,000 
pounds (an increase of 8,000,000 pounds 
over the previous y ear); prunes, 15,000,000 
pounds; canned fruits, 84 250,000 pounds. 
The estimated orange shipments for the 
sessDn of 1890 91 are 4,000 carloads. The 
wheat crop was 
short in parts of Cen­ 
tral and Northern California, and abundant 
in the southern Kan Joaquin valley and the 
extreme south. The receipts at San Fran­ 
cisco and exjnris therefrom were larger 
than in 1889 
The total exports of wheat 
from San Francisco were 13,266,409 centals. 
Flour exports were also larger than last 
year, reaching 1,201 304 barrels. The bar­ 
ley crop was 16 000,000 bushels; beans, 
1.000.000 centals; honey, 6,000,000 pounds, 
and hoys, 40 000 bales ' 
The wine product for 1890 was 18 200,000 
gallons, very nearly the same as last year- 
dried wine grapes, 9,000,000, nearly*all of 
which were shipped East. 
The vegetables shipped East amounted to 
60.000.000 pounds. 
The mineral product for 1890. including 
gold, silver, coal, etc , was $23,850 000. 
The savings banks’ deposits show an in­ 
crease of $11,500,000 over 1889. and the 
commercial banks an increase of $1,869,000. 
The total deposits in all banks are $171,­ 
229531. 
The total assessed valuation of the State 
was $1,060,390,296.

th e -Condition 
In stitu tio n s. 
The biennial report of the Board ot 
Trustees of the State Norma! Schools, lo­ 
cated at San Jose, Chico and Los Angeles, 
was issued yesterday. 
It comprises all the 
reports previously submitted by the Presi­ 
dents of the Trustees of each Normal 
School. 
President Ralph Lowe of the San Jose 
Normal School recommends that $97.000 
be appropriated by the next Legislature for 
the support of his school daring the next 
two years. A letter from the former prin­ 
cipal, Charles H. Alien, is published, in 
which he urges that more attention be 
paid to the manuel training department of 
the school. The results already obtained 
were fairly satisfactory, but the facilities 
were not great enough to permit all the 
pupils to be taught. The additional ex­ 
pense would be small when compared with 
the desirable results that could be attained. 
Professor Childs, the present Principal of 
the school, reports that forty-four counties 
are represented in his school, and that for 
the year the enrollm ent has been in the 
various classes: Senior, 192; middle, 157, 
junior. 243; training department, 263. The 
total enrollment in all classes, 855; in the 
Normal classes, 592; average for the year in" 
Normal c’asscs, 492. 
Of the 2S3 applicants fot admission to 
the school dating the year ending June 30, 
1890, 81 failed to reach the required stand­ 
ard. Twenty-eight pupils are enrolled from 
other Slates in the Union. T h* young 
men in the school have organized a cadet 
company and have been furnished with 
guns and necessary equipments by the Ad­ 
jutant-General. The expenses of the school 
for the forty-first fiscal year amounted to 
$12.612 59, and for the fortieth fiscal year 
$43,748 38. The special appropriations' for 
library, sidewalk and other matters were 
all used. 
The expenses of the Los Angeles school 
for the forty-first fiscal year were $21,000. 
Principal Ira Moore reporlB that the insti- 
,tution is in a prosperous condition. There 
were fifty graduates during the year. 
President Lusk of the Board of Trustees 
of the Chico Normal School estimates that 
$50,000 will be needed to carry on the 
school during the next two fiscal years. 
He states that an increase in the number 
of teachers will be required next year, and 
a Training and Model School will have to 
be establi8hed. The expenses for the forty- 
first fiscal year amounted to about $11,000. 
Professor Pierce, the Principal, says: 
The opening of the school marks an epoch in 
the educational history of this part of our State. 
The large number of students who have availed 
themselves of its advantages indicates the wis­ 
dom of the legislators in locating north of Sac­ 
ramento a professional school for teachers. 
With a Normal School at Sau Jose, near the 
central part of the State from north to south, 
and one at Los Angeles in the southern part, a 
similar institution lor Northern Cal’fornia was 
an imperative necessity if the schools of this 
immense region were to keep pace with the 
educational progress evinced in other parts of 
our great commonwealth. 
One hundred aDd ten students have been In 
attendance during the year, and these students 
have represented the following counties; Mo­ 
doc. Lassen, Plumas, Siskiyou, Shasta, Tehama, 
Butte, Colu a, Y’uba, Calaveras, Nevada, Lake, 
Sonoma. Solano, Sacramento, San Joaquin and 
El Dorado. 
The many inquiries in regard to the school 
indicate that there will 
be a reasonable 
increase In numbers at the beginning of the 
second year. Believing it wise to lay a firm 
foundation for the future well-being and suc­ 
cess of the school, the faculty have been careful 
to admit only those who are fairly well pre­ 
pared to do the work wita credit. This has 
been thought better even at the beginning, as 
the real success of a Normal School is shown 
not in the number of students on the roll, but 
in the charac:er of the work done, and iu the 
fitness of its graduates for the responsible work 
ot teaching. 
The first class will graduate one year from 
now, and the energy and enthusiasm with 
which its members cave performed the duties 
required cf them, indicate that they will be 
well prepared to take charge of schools and do 
good work.

Inv estig atio n In to th e P a rc h a se o í In d u s­ 
trie s by Foreign# C apital. 
W ash in g to n , December 31st.—Senators 
Chandler, H ale and Powers and Represent­ 
ative Owen were the only members of the 
joint Congressional Committee on Im m i­ 
gration present this morning, when an in ­ 
vestigation into the purchase of American 
industries by foreign capital was begun. 
C. A. Pillshnry, a Minnesota miller, was 
the first witness, and he was examined at 
some length. 
In response to questions by Senator 
Chandler, with reference to the sale of the 
Pillsbury and W ashburn mills and mining 
property, witness said tbe conveyance was 
made to Carey & W bittredge of New York, 
representing a London 
company. 
The 
property sold included C. A. Pilisbury & 
Co.’s mills, with a nom inal capacity of 
about 10,000 barrels perdav, and the Wash­ 
burn Company’s Mills, with a nominal ca­ 
pacity of about 3.000 barrels. The mills 
were at Minneapolis and Anoka, Minn. 
The total nominal capacity was nearly 14,­ 
000 barrels, the actual working capacity 
about 13,000 barrels, and of the value of 
about $50,000. In connection with these 
mills there were 9oid about 130 elevators 
belonging to the 
Minneapolis Elevator 
Company and lying along the line of the 
Great Northern Railroad. The M inneap­ 
olis Mill Company and the St. Anthony 
Water-power Company owned the water 
rights and stock in the'sm all Atlantic Ele­ 
vator Company, near Str Mary’s river. 
The total consideration was about $8,000,­ 
000, and in this am ount was included $1,­ 
750,000 cash left by the sellers in business 
for a working capital. 
Different terms were made with each of 
the parties interested in the concerns sold. 
The Pillsbury mills and elevators brought 
abopt $1,200,000, of which Pillsbury took 
$600,000 in stock and $500 000 debentures 
of the company formed by a syndicate. 
The balance was in cash. The syndicate 
company issued $5,000,000 in stock and $3,­ 
000,000 in debentures, each share represent­ 
ing £ 10. Among tbe American stockholders 
were Morton, Bliss &Co. He thought that 
the largest part of the stock was owned in 
England. 
Pillsbury said that under the terms of 
sale he agreed to managed the property for 
live years, though he supposed his services 
could be dispensed with earlier.

employed 700 or 800 men, and the pay-roll 
averaged $2 50 a day per mat), which was 
increased to $3 17 by the voluntary distribu­ 
tion of proSts by the firm.

S u p erin te n d en t P o rte r R ep o rts on 
Subject o t A pportionm ents. 
W ash in g to n , December 31st.—Tbe Su­ 
perintendent of the Census has submitted 
to the Secretary of the Interior his report 
of the operations of the Bureau for the six 
m onths ended to-day. 
On the subject of apportionm ents of 
Representatives in C’ODgress, Porter Eays: 
“Tbe apportionm ent of Representatives in 
Congress was not delayed a moment by the 
failure of tbe Census" Office to have the 
official returns of population ready on the 
convening of Congress. 
If the apportion­ 
m ent biil which passed the House should 
pass the Senate and become a law, the ap­ 
portionment under the eleventh census 
would be about two years earlier than any 
heretofore made.” 
On the subject of firm s, homes and 
mortgages, etc., Porter ssye: 
“ The work accomplished by this división 
up to date may be briefly stated as follows: 
Tbe num ber of counties in which complete 
abstracts have been made are 2 775; the 
num ber of counties in which the abstract­ 
ing is unfinished. 7; the to’al num ber of 
counties in the United States, 2 782. The 
num ber cf counties in which supplemental 
work m ust be done, owing to the incom­ 
pleteness of abstracts, is 17; num ber of 
mortgages for which abstracts are made, 
8,515,515; estimated num ber of mortgages 
for which abstracts are yet to be made in 
counties that are not to be abstracted, 57,­ 
450; num ber of mortgages recorded in the 
United States during the ten years ending 
December 21, 1889 (rough count and esti­ 
mate), 8,572 965; number of inquiry coun­ 
ties iu which investigation is yet to be 
completed, 36; num ber cf inquiry counties 
in which investigation 
has been com­ 
pleted, 69; total num ber of conuties com­ 
puted from average life, 1,353; total num ­ 
ber of counties sorted, 886; total num ber of 
counties transferred to result slips, 216. 
“ W ithin a few m onths," says Porter, 
“tbe Census Office expects to announce the 
number of persons in the United States 
living in rented homes and cultivating 
rented farms; the num ber occupying their 
own homes and farms, free from debt, and 
the num ber reported as owniag farms and 
homes mortgaged. 
W hile facts obtained 
by this investigation will throw new light 
upon the subject of indebtedness, and 
while the material gathered bids lair to be 
more complete and far more reliable than 
I had ever hoped, the cost of inquiry has 
been great and will fully reach my original 
estimate of from $1,250,000 to $1,500,000."

AxioDg the bills introduced at the last 
session of the Legislature was one provid­ 
ing for the semi-anDtfial payment of taxes, 
it was defeated in the Senate by a tie vote, 
but wil» be introduced at the coniiDg ses­ 
sion by th e author, Seroator Crandall. The 
bill is in the form of an am endm ent to the 
Political Cade and provide» for the sem i­ 
annual payment of taxes on real property, 
which it is claimed, will greatly lessen the 
burden of tbe property oiruezs, leave in 
circulation about $10.000,009- mure at tax 
paying tim e than under the oid system, and 
save to the tax-¡>ayer9 at least a quarter of 
a million dollars of interest annually. 
The assessment of the State, as shown by 
the figures in the office of the State Board 
of Equalization, amounts to about $1,100,­ 
600,000. 
The avetage rate for 1890 was 
about $1 60 on the one hundred dollars. 
Thus about $16,000,000 are collected for 
taxes each year and a large proportion of 
that am ount is tied up for niat/y m onths 
in the State and county treasuries-. 
This 
does not include the taxes paid into city 
treasuries for municipal purposes. 
The 
provisions of the biil are as follows: 
374). Within ten days alter the receipt of the 
“duplicate assessment book” the Tax -Collector 
must publish a notice specifying: 1. That taxes 
will be delinquent ou the last Monday iu De­ 
cember next therealter. at 6 o’clock p. s t, on all 
personal property, and also on real property, 
unless one-half of thereal-property tax,together 
with all personal property tax for wnich such 
real estate is liable, shall be paid prior thereto, 
and that unless so paid 5 percent will be added 
to the amount thereof; and that it the unpaid 
portion of the real property tax sht.ll not be paid 
prior to 6 o'clock P. M. ol the la.t Mondav of 
June thereafter, then that such unpaid portion 
of such tax shall be delinquent, and th a t5 p tr 
cent, will be added to the amount thereof; 2. 
The times and places at which payment of taxes 
may be made. 
3756. On the last Monday of December of each 
year, at 6 o’clock p. M., all personal propertv t*x 
shall be delinquent, and also all real iropert.- 
lax, unless the personal propertv tax, tor which 
any real property is liable, and one-halt of the 
real property tax charged against mch real es­ 
tate is paid prior thereto and thereafter the 
Tax Collector must co.lect for the use of the 
county an addition of 5 per cent. 
3753. On the first Monday in February and in 
August of eaeh year, in each of the counties of 
the State, the Tax Collector must attend at the 
cilice of the Auditor with the duplicate assess 
meut book, and carefully compare tho dupli­ 
cate wita the original assessment book, and 
every item marked ’paid" iu the former mus; 
be marked "paid” in the latter 
3764. On or before the first Monday of March 
and ol September in each year the Tax Collec­ 
tor of each county must publish the delinquent 
list, which must contain the names of the per­

There is said to be a strong sentim ent 
among the citizens of Batte City .which is be­ 
coming more prom inent each day, to annex 
that portion of Colusa comity to Butte. The 
history of this feeling datss back severa; 
years, and the residents in that vicinity are 
only waiting a favorable opportunity to 
show their hand. 
A Chico Chronicle-Record reporter, in con- 
veiaation with a prom inent gentleman of 
that place the other day, learned that these 
facts were only too true. 
The southern end of Colusa county has 
antagonized nearly everything that would 
be of benefit for that section, and now the 
northern end refuses to recognize them. 
This leaves them, as vou might say, out in 
tbe cold. 
For three long years up to 18S5 Butte City 
petitioned and pleaded for a bridge across 
the Sacramento at that place. The Board 
of Supervisors refused to listen to anything 
of the kind until Willows came forward 
with a long petition from tax-payeis there. 
About a year ago tbe high water washed 
this bridge away, and left Butte City where 
she was in the first place. 
Willows now relusea to lend another 
helping band, because she thinks that that 
section of tbe county is net in favor of di­ 
vision. The Board of Supervisors also re­ 
fuse to listen to their plaintive cry. This 
practically leaves them without any fiivnds 
in the county, and they think thet if they 
cannot receive recognition at home they 
will try to go where they will be treated 
well, at least. 
The gentleman referred to says that the 
general sentim ent hi to have the line of the 
proposed addition to B at’.e ccunty com­ 
mence on theSacratnebto river about seven 
miles below g^rté Cily and follow the p ro-

HYPNOTISM.

London, December 31st.—In an article in 
the \ineteenth Century, Dr. Kingsbury, a 
member ot the Britisn Medicil Associa­ 
tion’s Committee on Hypnotism, asserts 
that it is not true that hypnotism can make 
a subject do anything suggested to him , re­ 
gardless of his moral convictions and natu­ 
ral instincts. 
Only about fifteen per cent, of patients 
are subject to hypnotism, and oniv a sm all 
num ber of these can be reduced to a state 
of utter irresponsibility. 
H e urges that hypnotic experiments be 
practiced under license only.

THE NEW YEAR. 
We have no disposition to travel over 
the well-worn grounds of uasgeand indulge 
in platitudes of advice suitable to the ad­ 
vent of a new year. On the contrary, we 
have an idea that the time is its own suffi­ 
cient sermon. We in California, as do 
men everywhere in the land, will make 
numerous good resolutions, and turn over 
new, clean and uns}>otted pages. May 
they all so remain, and may every worthy 
resolution be adhered to. But what all 
we can say, in common with all others, is 
that the new year comes in full of promise 
to California ; it bears upon its wings no 
tidings of ill, no news of business depres­ 
sion, no menace of failure of crops, no 
other promise than that of good. For this 
let us be thankful, aud in the full realiza­ 
tion of the splendid heritage we enjoy, 
wish each other sincerely a Happy New 
Year. 
THE BEST MEANS FOR THE FARMER 
If the wealth of the country is con­ 
stantly increasing, why is it that the 
farmers are steadily growing poorer? Why 
is soil-tilling beeoming less and less re­ 
munerative? W hy are farmers being more 
deeply, every year, submerged in an ocean 
of mortgages? 
Because, for the main 
reason, legislation and political manage­ 
ment have, at the expense of the producer, 
conserved the interest of trusts, rings, 
combines, manufacturers and congested Un­ 
directed wealth. The unprotected farmer 
consumes what the manufacturers stipu­ 
late he shall, and at the prices they name. 
The bosses and combines, the political 
thimble-riggers and the wise men who 
can see no further than the party wall, 
treat the farmer as the forgotten man. 
As a result, he is not even consulted as to 
the meuus of securing a market abroad for 
that we produce to the best advantage— 
indeed, he is not consulted by them about 
much of anything. Now this forgotten 
man, who sees his sons fleeing to towns and 
cities and getting into the swim with the 
bosses and political managers, and engag­ 
ing in trade in preference to cultivating 
the soil, is projiosing a change of policy, 
and that his demands are forcible is evi­ 
denced by the attempts of the two great 
parties, each to convince him that their’s 
is the only safe and certain route to success 
each standing ready to promise him any­ 
thing if he will but join hands with it and 
cease his plaints about inability to produce 
under the conditions that obtain, and at 
the same time made both ends meet. But 
the farmer demands an export trade, to be 
fostered and stimulated, and the best 
weans to that end is reciprocity. lie de- 
ylnands that the tariff' shall not shut him 
/ out of the world’s markets, but that we 
shall open up a basis of common interest 
in every market of the world to our pro­ 
ducts which we can enter to advantage. 
L'nder the principles of reciprocity these 
ends can he accomplished with the nearest 
approach to eveu justice attainable. 


a reform agency, but with it, it presents 
itself strongly to many cities that have 
adopted it, not as a temperance measure, 
but as a means to economic and orderly 
city government. For instance, the Balti- 1 
more Herald says that city has found it a 
good law, and that it from the first elimin­ 
ated the vile features of city life aimed at, 
and did it through its restrictive and reg­ 
ulative features. “All in ail, it is a salu­ 
tary and beneficial regulation,” exclaims the 
Herald. Its contemporary, the Baltimore 
American, says the law is a mild one, but 
mild as it is, it has done a world of good. 
These are sober business witnesses not 
Prohibitionists, temperance reformers, or 
high license enthusiasts. The question 
should be treated on a cool business basis, 
without heat, feeling, prejudice or any con­ 
sideration other than the good of the city 
and her people. 
T here is a great deal more fuss made 
over the Federal elections bill than the 
subject warrants. The bill as amended 
does not read like a decree of tyranny. It 
provides for the effective enforcement in 
all States of existing, and long existing, 
Federal laws, and that are enforced in 
many States now rigidly. Of course if the 
South is determined to construe it as a 
tyrannous Act, as a blow at her. as an as­ 
sault upon liberty, it will be better to let 
it have the eo-bv. The bad blood it is 
now breeding is not pleasant to contem­ 
plate, and if there is to be kept up a 
shouting of “force bill” on its account for 
all lime, then let the thing go over to the 
tender mercies of the next Congress, 
where, of course, it would be effectually 
killed. But, as we said in the outset, tbe 
Southern people paint the bill and its ef­ 
fects in colors that it does not seem to us 
are warranted by reason. We do not con­ 
cede that Congress should hesitate to do 
right because a large section of the coun­ 
try objects—such a condition would be 
absurd ; but there is business of higher im­ 
portance before the country, and it will 
not do harm to let the blood cool that is 
now so heated.

HAVE PAINTED IT. 


T he sh ip p in g bill, generally known as 
the Frye bill, has the indorsement of the 
mass of the people—of nearly all, indeed, 
who well understand it and are not hide­ 
bound by partisanship. 
It is the inaugu­ 
ration of the policy so long clamored for, 
“Restoration of the American Flag to the 
Seas.” It gives premiums upon the carry­ 
ing trade that must strengthen existing, 
and bring out new lines. Of course, the 
hater of the word “subsidy” will find in 
this bill bait for his trap. It subsidizes, 
and it does right in doing so. Until we 
adopt such a subsidy policy for our mail 
carriers by sea we must expect the flag to 
go behind, not ahead of trade. We do not 
pay even our own for the mail service on 
the seas; we must pay for it, however, and 
as much more as wilt take trade along 
with the ship. We want an American 
marine service that will give us fair par­ 
ticipation in the trade of the world. W ith 
the Frye bill a law we shall have Ameri­ 
can built ships carrying American ocean 
mails and pioneering American trade, and 
in time of war these ships can be quickly 
converted into arms of defense or offense. 
Small and weak as is Holland, that little 
nation subsidizes a steamship line between 
South America and New York iu compe­ 
tition with American lines. Germany, 
France, Italy and England pursue a sim­ 
ilar policy in encouraging home ships by 
su b v en tio n , or building bonnties. 
It is 
time for the United States to join the 
procession. 


A CONTEMPORARY in dirCUSSlUg high 
license as a check upon the dive nuisance, 
says the dives, if not otherwise regulated, 
would pay the higher tax.

It is noticeable that journals East and 
West, which a little time ago were intoler­ 
ant of reciprocity, and insisted that it 
meant free trade only, are now, with some 
degree of sobriety, discussing the subject; 
and not a few of them are beginning to 
admit that “there may be virtue in it.” 
Unless we wholly mistake the drift of 
public thought, the course of reason and 
the logic of trade, this nation will declare 
its policy to be to encourage exports and 
hus protect home industry, by fostering 
reciprocity. That is to say, whenever we 
can free list an import that we do not 
produce to the best advantage, upon the 
express condition that the nation thus 
importing to us, in return, gives us free 
entry to its market for some commodity 
which it does not produce to best advan­ 
tage, but which we do. 


I f Oregon has such a black law, the 
peonle should fall over one another in 
their haste to repeal it. It appears that 
Senator Dolph of Oregon moved a resolu­ 
tion of inquiry whether any State denies 
by law or restricts the right of citizen 
male suffrage because of color. There­ 
upon Senator Vest proposed an amend­ 
ment that the inquiry be extended as to 
whether any State by law has prohibited 
the employment of colored citizens upon 
public works. He followed that up with 
the statement that Oregon by law pro­ 
hibits the employment of negroes upon 
any public work. 
The Savannah Ncus says; “There is a 
desire for a genuine feeling of confidence 
and good fellowship between the North and 
the South. The Southern people do not 
want any political division. They are will­ 
ing and anxious to lend a helping hand to 
the upbuilding of the whole country.” 
That is well—it is pleasing expression. 
Let the North then, as a beginning, com­ 
mence to enforce the laws at home, that 
guarantee to every citizen, black or white, 
free and uninterrupted exercise of the 
franchise. 
T h e inconsiderate character of the 
action of political parties at times has just 
been illustrated by the disclosure made in 
Nebraska. 
The Democrats nominated 
and elected a Mr. Boyd as Governor, but 
so little inquiry did they make into his 
life that they did not discover that he is 
not a citizen. He has never been natu­ 
ralized, nor was his father before him. 


A t St. Louis .the cider men of the 
United States have been holding a con­ 
vention. They adjourned without solving 
the problem how pure apple cider is made 
in the off’ apple years. 
T he Louisville Courier-Journal prays 
for a mosquito cholera. W hat an extrava­ 
gant journal it is, and in mid-winter, too. 
Or, are they really as bad as that in Louis­ 
ville in December?

In Judge Armstrong's Court yesterday a 
motion was made by C. N. Post and Lin­ 
coln While, attorneys for Daniel Healey, 
to quash the indictment fourd by the late 
Grand Jury against the latter, who ia 
charged with misdemeanor in maintaining 
a nuisance just outside the city limits. 
The specifications in the indictment al- 
ltge that in May, 1690, Healey put the car­ 
casses oí dead animals, to wit, the carcasses 
of dogs and other offal, upon the borders 
of a certain stream, to wit, a slough, which 
said stream runs iu a westerly direction 
near north B street and Twentieth street of 
the City of Sacramento, from which stream 
water is drawn for the supply of the in­ 
habitants cf the city. Said carcasiea were 
so Disced on the borders of said stream by 
said Daniel Healey that the drainage there- 
trom was taken up by said stream which 
empties into the Sacramento river a short 
distance above the supply pipe of the 
Water Works of the city. 
Healey leases qui.e a large tract of ground 
in the locality described, where he con­ 
ducted what is commonly kDown as "the 
bone-yard"—a place where the carcasses 
of hoises, hogs, etc , are disposed of. He 
c'sim 9 that these carcasses are properly re­ 
duced, the fat boiled out, certain portions 
of the refuse sold to glue manufacturers, 
the bones to a Ssn Francisco fertilizing 
company, and what remains of the cooked 
flesh consumed by switie and dogs kept for 
that purpose. The place is clean, and the 
air "as sweet and healthy as the breath of 
a babe.” 
He denies that carcasses are buried by 
him on the premises or that the water of 
the American river, even during freshet?, 
sweeps offal from his place into the Sacra­ 
mento river to contaminate the water sup­ 
ply of this city. 
The Grand Jurors, however, visited the 
place and the indictment was the result. 
It seems that John Rider, v/bo is a 
neighbor of Healey's, was a member of that 
Grand Jury, and Healey based his applica­ 
tion to have the indictmtnt quashed on 
the ground, ss alleged, that Rider was not a 
competent person to sit on the jury when 
his case was before that body, because 
Rider was prejudiced against iiim prior 
to the action takeD by the jury. 
Mr. Rider was called to the witness- 
stand and examined at considerable length 
by Mr. Post. The witness denied that'he 
knew Mr. Healey, or that he entertained 
any prejudice ¿gainst him. He said he 
had sniffed foul odors at his home adjoin- 
iug the Healey place, and was satisfied they 
had come from the latter. He admitted 
having conversed with his sons on the sub­ 
ject prior to his sitting on tbe Grand Jury, 
but claimed that even now he felt himself 
perfectly competent to sit on a jury trying 
the case, and could render an impartial 
verdict on the evidence. 
The defense «lid not cali any other wit­ 
nesses. Arguments were made by Mr. 
Post in support of the motion to quash 
the indictment and by Assistant District 
Attorney A. J. Bruner in opposition 
thereto. 
Judge Armstrong said that Mr. Rider 
had often been a juror in his Court, and he 
(the Judge) had noticed that he had in­ 
variably proved a very impartial one. He 
did not think it had been shown that Mr. 
Rider was governed by prejudice in his 
action in the case of Healey. Even if the 
indictment was quashed, the District Attor­ 
ney could doubtless renew the complaint 
by fifing an information, or the matter 
cculd be taken up by the Grand Jury that 
w?uld soon be called At all events, the 
motion would be denied. 
Healey then pleaded not guilty to the in­ 
dictment. 
IT MUST STAND. 
The Suprem e C ourt Affirms a Yolo 
County Case. 
A Supreme Court opinion in the case of 
Fiske and others (respondents) vs. Soule 
was filed in the office of the Supreme Court 
Clerk in this city yesterday. It is a Yolo 
county case, and the plaintiffs are real 
estate and insurance agents. 
They claim that the defendants em­ 
ployed them to sell for him certain real es 
tate on certain terms and conditions, which 
they fulfilled; but that, notwithstanding 
defendant’s agreement to pay their com­ 
mission for ruhking the sale, he refused to 
pay them, and thev brought suit to recover 
what was due them. They recovered a 
judgment for $2,103 50, with interest 
thereon from May 5, 1887, and costs. 
From this judgment and an order deny 
ing a new trial the appeal is taken by the 
defendant. The judgment and order are 
affirmed by the Supreme Court.

UtPEESSIVE UNVEILING OF FLORENCE 
CBITTENTON'S PORTRAIT.

To say that the Florence Mission room 
on T hird street was crowded last night, 
w ould not express it. It was packed with 
people, and hundreds could not get in. 
T he crowd rem ained deeply interested till 
after the m idnight hour. Few such relig­ 
ious meetings were ever held in this city. 
Shortly before 8 o'clock Mr. CrittentoD, 
the founder of the Mission, entered, while 
the people sang, ‘'All H ail the Power of 
Jesus’ Name.” After singing' and prayer, 
Mr. Crittenton, in a very tender address, 
presented to the Mission a large crayon 
pro trait of his little daughter, Florence, 
who died at 4 years of age. 
He told how 
her death led him to forsake sin and bé- 
come a Christian. There were many tears 
shed in the room as he told of her death. 
The portrait was veiled from the au­

WALTER LEMAN IS GONE. 


T he County C lerkship Case. 
It w e s expected that the contested elec­ 
tion case of W. B. H am ilton against W. 
W . Rhoads, involving the County Clerk­ 
ship, would be taken up in Department 
Two of the Superior Court. 
Judge Van Fleet telegraphed from San 
Francisco, however, that he could not be 
here, and that the case would have to go 
over until Friday. That will be law-day, 
however, and it is doubtful whether much 
headway can be made in the case. 


‘‘Billy’' H am ilton is hot. H e has been 
in that caloric condition ever since he read 
Pete St. Clair’s statem ent in the R ecobd- 
U xion the other day to the effect that he 
(Ham ilton) had apologized to the latter for 
having denounced his game-killing m eth­ 
od s. W hen a reporter entered the County 
Clerk’s office yesterday he noticed a heavy 
cloud pass over that official’s usually pleas­ 
ant countenance. 
"H appy New Year to you!” ventured 
the visitor, by way of opening ap a con­ 
versation. 
“Thank you—the same to you,” he re­ 
plied; but he did not thaw out, for ail that. 
"Y ou seem to have something on your 
m ind ” replied the reporter. “ W hat m ight 
it be?” 
“Take a seat, said Mr. Ham ilton, “and 
listen to me for a few minutes. I no­ 
ticed in your paper of Sunday last an arti­ 
cle entitled ‘Pete St. Clair’s Cannon,’ in 
which it appears that I am represented by 
Mr. St. Clair as having made’ to him an 
apology for my share of an article which 
appeared recently, announcing that he had 
brought to market one morning a thou­ 
sand wild ducks, and that he employed in 
their destruction a shotgun of No. 2 cali- 
bpi; that he used it in conjunction with a 
white horse, with which to sneak upon the 
wild fowl. He further represents that my 
alleged apology was made through false 
statements made by Mr. Kberhardt, a gun­ 
sm ith of this city.” 
“ Yes, that's about the gist of St. Clair's 
statem ent; he said you had apologized to 
him .” 
“ I did nothing of the k in d !” declared 
the county official, "and there were several 
gentlement present who will bear me out 
in this denial. I am at a loss to under­ 
stand how anyone could possibly construe 
what I said to him into an apology. 
He 
came 
here with a copy of the 
R ecokd-Usio» containing the article con­ 
demning 
his 
wholesale 
slaughter of 
wild ducks in this county, by the use of 
what it is not a misnomer to call a cannon, 
and wanted to know what I had against 
him by objecting to his using the gun re­ 
ferred to. My reply was that Mr. Eber- 
hardt, the gunsmith, had complained that 
he (St. Clair) was killing wild ducks by the 
wholesale, and that in a short time there 
would be no more game of that kind left 
sportmen to sh o o t; that he used a two- 
gauge shotgun, and had killed as many as 
84 wild ducks at one shot. I further 
told him that there was a unanim ous sen­ 
tim ent among not only the m arket hunt­ 
ers, but among the sportsmen of the county, 
against such methods, and that I had been 
rf quested to communicate with President 
Routier of the Fish and Game Commission, 
and to urge him to advocate before the next 
Legislature the passage of a bill which 
would prevent such destruction of game. 
Upon that suggestion I wrote a com m uni­ 
cation to Mr. Routier concerning the m at­ 
ter, which Mr. Eberhardt took and had 
numerously signed before forwarding it. 
I further informed him that complaint was 
made by persons who occasionally enjoy a 
shoot after their week’s work in the city 
that he had posted notices all around what 
is known as the "Overflow,” north of the 
city, warning all persons that no hunting 
was allowed there, but that their chief ob­ 
jection was to the enormous size of the gun 
he used. 
“SL Clair informed me that his gun was 
No. 4 gauge. I think this was about the 
gist of our conversation. Now, Mr. Eber- 
hardt’s information as to his gun being a 
3-gauge, bored out, making it a No. 2, is, I 
am informed upon good authoritv, cor­ 
rect.” 
’That would make it almost a 
wouldn’t it ?” 
“Cannon! 
Well, if it isn’t a yonng can­ 
non I don’t know what one is! 
Why, 
when the north wind blows, what hunter 
in this city has not heard the roar of Pete 
St. Clair's artillerj? Ask any school-child 
north of the American river in this county, 
within the radius of ten miles, wh'en the 
Boorul’ ‘Boom!’ of his gun is heard: ‘W hat 
is that noise, sonny?’ and he will answer 
quickly: ‘W hy, thai’s Pete St. Clair's gun! 
Yon bet, he’s got the gun that knock’s the 
ducks and geese out!' 
“There is but one conclusion in this 
matter, in my opinion, either that such 
large gauge guns m ust be prohibited by 
legislative enactment or the passage of re­ 
strictive ordinances by the Boards of Super­ 
visors; otnerwise the total extinction of 
wild ducks is a foregone conclusion. Just 
imagine Mr. St. Clair, or any other hunter, 
promenading with a horse among the 
marshes of Europe and banging away at 
the wild fowls with such guns! W hy, they 
would be suppressed instanter.” 
“You seem to be very much in earnest in 
this matter, Mr. Ham ilton. 
Then you 
really think the game is in danger of ex­ 
term ination?” 
“The mallard and canvasback are grow­ 
ing scarcer every year in California; deer 
and grouse—in fact, all game species—are 
fast disappearing, owing to onslanghts by 
hunters who have no care for the preserva­ 
tion of game, and are only interested in the 
num ber of pelts they can get to sell, or the 
num ber of ducks they can ground sluice 
and b rin g 'to market. If the principle 
which Mr. St. Clair argues is correct, why 
not allow anyone, who so desire, to use 
giant powder in the Sacramento river and 
kill fish at his pleasure? No doubt, if the 
law aid not prevent him, the powder-fish- 
ermen could supply a thousand salmcn 
(and a general variety of fish) every m orn­ 
ing for the market, and not have to use 
side-boards on his wagon when delivering 
the fish. Game and fish must be pro­ 
tected and proper restraint placed upon 
those who resort to unusual means to de­ 
stroy them .” 
W hen the reporter left Mr. H am ilton’s 
office the latter was in better spirits, and 
looked as if a load had been lilted off his 
mind.

and 5 p . s . yesterday was 36° and 46°, 
while the highest and lowest was 52c and 
33°, with gentle northerly winds during 
the forenoon and gentle southerly winds in 
the afternoon. The barometer readings at 
5 a. m. and 5 p. m . were respectively 30.33 
and 30.33 inches, with clear skies. 
The highest and lowest temperature one 
year ago yesterday was 50° and 37°, with 
no rain" and one year ago to-day 51° and 
42°, without any precipitation," and the 
weather on both days partly cloudy. 
The barometer took an exceptionally and 
sudden rise during Tuesday night, and is 
still rising, though slowly." If it remains 
high it will, no doubt, bring clear ekies, 
cold weather and killing frosts in the Sac­ 
ram ento valley, uniess fog prevails during 
the early morning, thereby preventing the 
frost from falling. 
It will be well for persons interested in 
proiecting tender plants, shrubs and trees 
from the devastation of killing frost3 to 
stndv Lieutenant Finley’s forecasts irorn 
day to day, while this extremely high 
barometer remains.

A n In ju n c tio n A g a in s t th e O nion P acific 
C anaca T ia a k la . 
Omaha, December Slat.—A temporary 
injunction has been granted on the petition 
of Ernest Stull, of Omaha, to prevent S IN ­ 
OCO in bonds, voted by the city to aid the 
Union Pacific Railroad in the construction 
of the union depot here, from being turned 
over to that company. 
The injunction is based on the grouDd 
that the Union Pacific should allow all 
roads access to the depot on reasonable 
terms, and it dow shows a disposition to 
violate the contract. Hearing was set for 
January 5th. 
After the order of the Court was served 
on the Union Pacific officers last night, 
and the company learned from the Court 
that St. Paul trains could come across the 
bridge, an attem pt was made to bring the 
fast train on the latter road from Council 
Bluffs. The train progressed but a short 
distance when it was brought to a stand­ 
still by the tracks being torn up for 150 
feet. An attempt was made to take the 
train over another route, but the switch 
was found blocked by the eDgine ordered 
thereto keep the train from goicg through. 
The Milwaukie officials made no further 
attempt to move trains to day. Their at­ 
torneys on Friday will ask Judge Dontine 
to commit the A ssistan t General Manager 
of the Union Pacific for contempt in fill­ 
ing to have the order of the Court com­ 
plied with. 
The Milwaukee representatives claim 
that the Union Pacific tore up the track 
within an hour after the service of the re­ 
straining order on Holcomb. The Wabash 
road has discovered that it had an in­ 
terest in the track torn up, and has donned 
its war paint. 
O m aha, December 31st.—Summons was 
served to-night on General Manager Clark 
and other officers of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, commanding them to appear be­ 
fore Judge Boane Saturday, and show 
cause why they should not be fined for 
contempt in violating the injunction for­ 
bidding the interfering with the movement 
of the Milwaukee trains.

FACTS A B O U T 1VOOL. 


Som e C o m p ariso n s B e tw een th e P ro d u c ­ 
tio n s o f T h is a n d L a st Y ear, 
B o sto n , December 31st.—The Am erican 
Wool Reporter, in an annual review of the 
wool trade of the United States, will say to­ 
morrow: 
The amount of wool on band in the 
most primary matkets of the United States 
is now excessive. The supply in Boston is 
considerably lighter than a year ago. A 
recapitulation of stocks in the principal 
markets, to which is added the ¿sbmated 
amounts in other markets, concraied sup­ 
plies of wool and pullers hands, gives a 
total supply of 92.819,682 pounds against 
99.284 459 a year ago. 
The figures for the first ten months of 
1890 lor the whole United States show the 
total importations to have been 87 944,194 
pounds in comparison with 110,721,456 or 
the corresponding time last year, and in 
consequence lessened the amount of for­ 
eign wool on the market, and the fact that 
there is a vary marked improvement in 
the woolen goods business, supplies of 
wool in the United S ates cannot be con 
¡sidered burdensome. The only weak spot 
,in the outlook is the probability of in­ 
creased importations of foreign wools after 
!the beginning of the year.

LAND FOGS. 


B peclal O b s e rv e r F in le y E x p la in s T h e ir 
O rig in . 
Lieutenant Finley, United States Signal 
Service Officer at San Francisco, gives the 
following explanation of the foggy weather 
that has prevailed oí late in Northern Cali 
furnia : 
“W hile the thermometer was high and 
decidedly above the normal, the winds 
were northerly in California, Nevada and 
Arizona, which fact gave rise to cool 
weather and fogs in Northern California. 
The northerly winds in the south are warm 
because the air passes over vast desert re­ 
gions, where the earth is exposed to the di­ 
rect rays of the sun. There has not been 
sufficient snow this season to cover the 
ground in Southern Nevada and South­ 
eastern California and remain there long 
enough to change the temperature of the 
air moving over these regions. 
With the 
gradual fill in the barometer above noted, 
the upper air currents and in many in­ 
stances the surface currents have changed 
to southerly, which change has brought 
about the mingling of air of different tem­ 
peratures and given rise to heavy cloud 
formation and fogs throughout California.”
